viki were very eloquent about peace 
"without aunexaitons^ or indemni- 
ties,' and they filled the minds of 
Russian. soldiers and workmen with 
the idea to such an extent that they 
stopped fighting and making muni- 
tions, but when they got to Brest- 
Litovsk they found what the leaders 
probably knew all .along—that Ger- 
many had no intention of making 
any such peace. 
She wanted the 


Baltic provinces of Russia and she 
seized and purposes to keen them 
and Russia having stopped fighting 
in favor of the kind of peace she ad- 
mired, .finds herself in a position 
where for the present she has noth- 
ing whatever to say about the kirn' 
of peace there shall be. .We must 
beware ' of 
anything 
approaching 


that.. 


"Of, course there have been mis- 


takes and shortcomings in the con- 
duct of the war—it would be a mir- 
acle if there were not. 
But we all 


must be'careful that neither short- 
coming or criticism tends in the 
slightest degree to divert or decrease 
the heartiness with which we all 
support and reinforce the president 
and his civil and military officers in 
carrying on this war.

delivery of mail to soldiers. Or else 
it takes so long to deliver letters 
that the soldier gets down-hearted. 
If the matter of soldiers' mail was 
ever regarded as unimportant and a 
trifling detail, it is a great miscon- 
ception. 


Red tape at Washington hindered 


the start of the system. 
A great 


many imperfectly-addressed 
letters 


have been coming in for soldiers, 
without giving the military organi- 
zation to which a man belongs. Such 
letters had to go to Washington. 
There an inadequate force ha? neen 
struggling to keep up with the pile 
of work ahead. 
With incomplete 


records, it took a lot of searching 
to .find whether or not a man had 
gone to France. Or. if not, at what 
cantonment he was located. 


The department has been work- 


ing, with an inadequate force on a 
card 
catalog 
that 
would 
locate 


promptly each man. 
When an im^ 


perfectly-addressed 
letter gets to 


Washington, there should be clerks 
enough so that the address can be 
supplied and the letter dispatched 
within 24 hours. 


The matter, however, is not so 


simple at it looks. 
There are too j 


many German spies in our depart- ] 
ments. How far have they wormed 
their way into our postal service? 
It would not do them much good to 
learn that John Smith belongs to 
Company A, of the 71st regiment. 
But if they learn where the 71st 
regiment is now located, that is the 
kind of thing they want. 
It is a 


problem to get a smooth working 
system without letting out informa- 
tion that the enemy wants. 
A big 


force of clerks will be needed, but 
the loyalty of each will need careful 
sitting. 


Probably a lot of letters will be 


sent to France to men who have 
gone by way of England and have 
been held there. 
After the boys get 


located 
in France, the 
work 
of 


reaching them will be simplified. 
It 


will take a lot of clerical work to 
keep the records.
